Governor Gordon comes here to begin a se- 
pies of campaign speechesfin this state,in behalf 
pf the democracy. He announces his inten- 
dion of defending the south against the attacks 
of Governor Foraker, and the latter has thrown 
down the gauntlet by dubbing him a kukluxer, 
and laying at his feet an array of damaging 
charges. The general and his wife, upon their 
arrival, retired at once, having been traveling 
all night., Their trip north was a pleasant one, 
and withont any unusual incident. 

HOW THE DAY WAS SPENT. 

The guests spent a quiet day, enjoying the 
sights of the city under the escort of ex-Mayor 
Means. There were many callers at the hotel, 
and for a time the visitors were so numerous 
that the governor's parlors partook of the as- 
pect of a public reception. Many of the most 
prominent citizens of Cincinnati called during 
the afternoon, and went away well pleased 
with Georgia’s spirited governor. In the aftet- 
noon the governor was escorted to the High- 
Jand house, where a crowd, which filled the 
large corridors to suffocation, was in waiting to 
receive him. General William H. Morgan, of 
Mt. Vernon, O., shared the honors of the even- 
fng with him. 

GOVERNOR GORDON SPOKE 
for fully two hours, and delighted his audience, 
which numbered fully four thousand people. 
Governor Gordon’s reception amounted to an 
ovation, and a more enthusiastic audience never 
listened to an orator. Governor Gordon en- 
tirely ignored Governor Foraker, and devoted 
the most of his speech to the relative positions 
of the north and south, and the flag question. 

Vindieating the claim of ex-rebels to loy- 
alty, he said: 

In the greatcity of Augusta, on an occasion 
@hen we had met to dohonor to our dead com- 
rades about their graves, to cover them [with fia- 
grant flowers, I said this, pointing to the banner of 
my country which hung overhead: ‘Here hangs 
above us the flag of tnis union. Let us honor it as 
anemblem of freedom, of equality andof unity, 
remembering there is notastaron its blue field 
which is not made brighter by the light reflected 
from southern skies; not a white line on its folds 
but is made whiter and purer by that south’s in- 
corrustible record in office; not one of its 
crimson stripes that is not deeper and richer 
from southern blood shed in its defense in every 
war with foreign power.’ ‘ 

I am not here to talk new doctrines; I want to say 
to you again that before the guns had ceased their 
terrific roar at Appomattox, 1 began this style of 
talk, andin the south. In the senate, in Boston, in 
Charleston, across the Atlantic—everywhere, I have 
been apye.ling for peace and unity and concord as 
the surest legacy for our children to inherit. [Ap- 
piause. | : 

Let me mention another charge that has been 
wsei with some effect, I presume, in this state, 
sought to be fixed upon the northern mind to win 
Votes against the south—let us see how much there 
isin it.

& Maine Constable Finally Gets Access to 
the Internal Revenue Kecords. 

PORTLAND, Me., October 28.—J.W. Mitchell, 
of Belfast, special liquor constable for Waldo 
county, has tinally got access to the records of 
Internal Revenue Collector Page’s office in

THE WEEK'S BUSINESS. 


Report of Dun & Co, on the Trade of the 
Country. 
New York, October 28.—R. G. Dun & Co's 
review of trade for the week says: - 
During the past week and during the month the 
volume of business has diminished somewhat, as is 
natural at this season. But the October trade, in 
some branches and sections, falls behind that of the 
same month last year. The fact is partly explained 
by the unusual volume of business in September. 
The distribution of the goods purchased does not 
uite meet e ations, and collections are still 
wer, but fair in many quarters, though the situ- 
ation in that respect is more favorable than it ap- 
peared to be a week or two ago. Demands ac- 
commodation from the west and south are still fre- 
quent and the demand of money from this point has 
not ceased, though it has lessenedin volume, partly 
because many balances haye been drawn down to 


a minimum and some ations for accommoda- 

tion have been refused. changes still reflect fair 

| activity, in tradé and statistics show the 
movement of products for the season. 

Cong rvative ind to undertake new en- 


terprises has appeared since July, and has brought 
a timely check in railroad building, real estate oe - 
ations, and some branches of manufacturing. 
Consequently the liquidation of past operations is 
now the feature of the most interest. If that pro- 
gresses Satisfactorily the outlook for an exvellent 
trade in the future is good. Thus far the returns in- 
dicate a fair rogress in settlements. in 
mort tranches of the trade at most southern 
and western points, Lu some éxcepttons are noted. 
At several localities where real estate speculation 
had become excessive a year ago, the tailure to 
make second payments is now producing reaction, 
with severe losses to many. All over the southwest 
there are many holders of real estate paper who are 
‘@:king payments, not always with success. From 
most points this week’s reports indicate some im- 
provement in colicctions, a fair activity in business, 
and diminishing stringency in the money markets. 
Distinct improvement appears at Louisville, Mem- 
phis and Atlanta.

There are reports of sales at $33. The coal supply is 
short, and the Lehigh strike does notend. Miners 
are losing over $1,000,000 per month. Prices of cot- 
ton goods are firm and the movement satisfactory.

DEMONS OF THE RAIL. 


A Freight Train Wrecked on the Rock 
Island Railroad. 


JourerT, Ill., October 28.—A ee pole 
laid across the Rock Island railroad between 
Menocka and Morris, this morning about 3 
o’clock, wrecked freight train No. 16. Engi- 
neer John Mills and Fireman Orff were in- 
stantly killed and the head brakeman was fa- 
tally injured. The miscreants doubtless in- 
tended to wreck the Kansas City express, due 
here at 4:20 a. m. 

The passenger train was thirteen minutes 
late and the freight pulled out ahead to run to 
Menooka, striking the obstruction with the 
results stated. xcitement here over the 
wreck continues to grow since it has been 
detinitely ascertained that the obstruction was 
placed on the track with the deliberate purpose 
of wrecking the passenger train. Excitement 
is augmented by a growing belief that the 
Scewartz-W att express car murder and robbery 
gang planned the crime. Large rewards have 
aintady been offered by the Rock Island com- 
pany, and detectives are on the ground.

The Argument in the Anarohists’ 
Case. 


STATE’S ATTORNEY GRINNELL SPEAKS 


And Defends the Jury Laws of His State— 
Construction of the Fourteenth 
Amendment—Other Points. 


WASHINGTON, October 28.~When the United 
States supreme court convened at noon 
today there was not quite as 


as yesterday, but the seats provided for 
spectators were all filled, and the open spaces 
adjacent to the entrance of the courtroom were 
crowded with people, who stood there patiently 
until the argument in the anarchist cases was 
concluded. 

After the usual ceremony of opening the 
court, the chief justice requested Attorney- 
General Hunt to proceed with his argument, 
which was interrupted by the adjournment of 
court yesterday afternoon. 

Mr. Hunt said that as he had almost finished 
hisargument when the hour for adjournment 
arrived, he would not speak today, but weald 

ive place to his associate, State’s Attorney 

irinnell. 

Mr. Grinnell, addressing the court, said that 
it had not been his intention to take part in 
the oral argument, and that he came here pri- 
marily for the purpose of assisting Mr. Humt 
by means of his familiarity with thé record in 
this case. He thought that by presentation 
of law and facts yesterday, it was clearly 
shown that there was no federal question in- 
volved, and that the court was without juris- 
diction to grant the writ of error. The assign- 
ments of error in the lower court and parts of 
the record relating to Jurors Denker and San- 
ford, had been printed and were in the eourt’s 
hands.. In all the twenty-eight assignments of 
error there was no _ reference, directiry 
or indirectly, to the constitution of ‘the 
United States or any of its amendments. 
There were some things, he said, which wer. 
here generally conceded, and one of thamew 
that the constitution itself confers no rights 
which need be here considered. It is simply a 
limitation of rights of the legislative power in 
dealing with the rights of citizens. The con- 
stitution of the state of Lilinois contains almost 
all provisions which are embraced in the com 
stitution of the United States. This court had 
settled, he believed, the question of jurisdic 
tion as far as the first ten amendents are coné 
cerned, and also, he thought under the four- 
teenth amendment. The only clause of the lat 
ter which could figure here, was that ‘‘no state 
shall deprive any person of life, liberty of 
property without due process of law.’’ What- 
ever aifects liberty or life,is made by this 
clause to affect also property. If the court had 
jurisdiction of this case under the provision of 
the amendment, then every state question re- 
lating to property, such as special assessments, 
condemnation of property, etc., might be 
brought to this court for review. 

The chief justice—Because they take prop- 
erty without valuation by a jury? 

Mr. Grinnell—Yes, fyour honor, in some 
cases they do, especially in the matter of 
drainage, where the proceedings may be be- 
fore a justice of the peace. 

Mr. Grinnell said he thought it to be con- 
ceded that a state legislature had the right to 
prescribe how many peremptory challenges 
should be allowedin the formation of a jury. 
The common law of Illinois had been radically 
changedlinjthis respect,and both the proseentor 
and defendant now stood on an equal footing. 
Each defendant was entitled to twenty per- 
emptory chalenges and as the eight defendants 
in this case acted in concert, and were all cons 
sulted, each one of them had practically one 
hundredand sixty peremptory challenges before 
the jury was obtained, and the state availed 
itself of its privilege to the extent of fifty- 
two challenges. He maintained, however, 
that no federal question would be involved, 
even if the state allowed only one peremptory 
challenge to one side and one pasdeadl and 
sixty tothe other. It was the state’s right. 
In this case there were nine hundred and 
eighty-one men called into the jury box and 
examined in order to obtain twelve jurors. 
No objection was raised to any one of these 
twelve jurors, with the single exception of 
Sanford. Denker was challenged for cause, 
and after a brief examination, the challenge 
was overruled and the defense excepted; but 
they then proceeded with a further and more 
elaborate examination of him, and it is shown 
by the record that after this second examina- 
tion they desired to keep him; that they did 
keep him, and that they made no further ex- 
ception. When Denker was taken, the de- 
fense had left 142 peremptory challenges, and 
they could have used one of these challenges 
to get rid of himif they had been very de- 
sirous of so doing. They had forty-three per- 
emptory challenges left after -eleven 
jurors had been sworn, These 
forty-three challenges, they frittered away 
frivously, foolishly and ridiculously for the 
purpose of taking some possible advantage. 
Their peremptory challenges were then ex- 
hausted, and they had to either take a juror or 
show cause why he should be rejected. The 
examination of Sanford, the last juror, clearly 
demonstrated;Mr. Grinnell said, thatthe de- 
fense was more r @ 'yjto take him than'the state 
was. Not asingle juror was put upon the de- 
fense to exhaust their peremptory challenges. 
Whenever a man said that he had talked with 
a witness or anyone who was present at the 
Haymarket meeting, or that he had attended 
the coroner’s inquest, he was rejected for cause, 
Speaking of the jury as a whole, Mr. Grinnell 
said: 

I wish, and am constrained to pay, one tribute to 
that jury. It exemplified American citizenship in 
this country more than any jury that was ever 
looked upon. It embraced all the walks of life. 
Thiee of them earned their living by manual work. 
They came from all parts of the country, and one of 
them was born of foreign soil. They were not a 
“class jury.”’ They were honest citizens with the 
solemn duty devolving upon them of determining 
what should be done with those men. No judge 
could look in the facesof that jury without saying 
‘they are intelligent; they represent American citi- 
zenship; they are fit to be trusted with the rights of 
freemen under our constitution.” There was nota 
capitalist on that jury. They were all commonplace 
small dealers and intelligent men. 

Mr. Grinnell said he would challenge any 
one to show thata singte member of that jury 
was not a competent juror, not only under the 
jury law of Illinois, but under the common 
we Congress, he said, had recognized the 
right of states to make their own jury laws. 
Section 800 of the revised statutes provides 
that 

Jurors to serve in courts of the United Statesin 
each state respectively shall have the same qualifi- 
cations ... and be entitled to the same exemp- 
tions as jurers of the highest court of law in such 
state may have and be entitled to at the time when 
such jurors for service in courts of the United States 
are summoned. 

Almost every state in the north, he said, now 
has its new jury law, and these laws have been 
sustained by the highest state courts. 
Proceeding to the question of ‘unreasonable 
search and seizure,”’ in Spies’s office, he said it 
did not strike him as being any part of this case. 
He was not here to offer any apologies for his 
own conduct. He then recited, at some length, 
the circumstances of the bomb-throwing in 
Haymarket, search of the Arbeiter-Zeitung 
oftice, the prying open of Spies’s desk, finding 
of dynamite and letters there; the breaking 
open of Lingg’s domicile and finding in his 
trunk dynamite bombs precisely like the one 
thrown. 

Mr. Grinnell was interrupted at this point by 
General Butler, who said he should want to 
cross-examine him if it was competent for him 
to do so.

In reply to Mr.Grinnell’s statement that the 
record would show that the defense were more 
ready to take the last juror, Stanford, than the 
state was, General Butler said that they were 
compelled to accept the last juror. Their per- 
emptory challenges were exhausted, and they 
could do nothing else. Under these circum- 
stances, they talked tohim and coaxed him 
and tried to get him into a state of mind as 
favorable to their side as they could.

Gen- 
eral Butler then referred to . the 
assertion of counsel on the other side 
that petitioners had waived some of their rights 
through not insisting upon them by exception 
to the proper time, waa that, therefore, they 
were estopped from asserting those rights now 
in this court.. He contended, however, that 
when a man was on trial for his life there was 
no such thing asa waiver or estoppal, In 
criminal offenses a prisoner cannot waive wit- 
tingly or unwittingly anything that will affect 
the issue. In support of this contention he 
cited the opinion of Chief Justice Shaw in the 
case of Dr. Webster. The prisoners, he main- 
tained, could not be barred out because 
they had not raised sufficiently formal 
objections. General Butler then returned 
again to ‘‘the unreasonable searches and seiz- 
ures’ complained of by the petitioners, and 
said his associate, Mr. Tucker, had character- 
ized the proceeding as “subpoena duces tecum,”’ 
executed by a lecksmith. ‘‘Why,your honors,” 
he exclaimed, “they searched under burglary, 
headed by the state’s attorney,on his own 
admission. No miserable policeman or half- 
witted constable, but the state prosecuting at- 
torney does burglary—steals papers—and says 
you can’t help that. He puts it with a sort of 
triumph and we are told that our immunities 
and privileges are not involyed and that our 
remedy is to sue for trespass. What 
a beautiful remedy! Sue _ the states’ 
attorney and be tried by such a jury as the laws 
of Illinois would give. Better be in a place not 
to be rramed for comfort.”’ i 

As a final reason why the writ should be 
granted, General Butler urged that the prison- 
ers had been sentenced to death in their avsence 
and without being asked whether they had any 
reason to give why the sentence of death should 
not be pronounced upon them. The record, he

PETITIONS FOR CLEMENCY, 


Documents Received by the Governor of 
IiHinois in Behalf of the Anarchists, 

SPRINGFIELD, O., October 28.—It is a curi- 
ous fact that among all the communications 
that have reached the governor for and against 
clemency for the anarchists, there is but one 
formal petition, and that is mailed from a 
small town in New York. It bears only eight 
signatures and they are not all residents of 
that place, as the first one is William Dean 
Howells, editor, Boston. The main body of all 
other literature on the governor’s desk on this 
subject consists of personal appeals and re- 
monstrances. It has already become an inter- 
esting question, therefore, whether there is 
such a case before the governor in behalf of 
the prisoners as he couldactupon. In fact, the 
governor says that no such application or peti- 
tion as is contemplated in law has been filed by 
any of the men under sentence in Cook county, 
in what is known as the anarchists’ case. The 
legal provision made as to the manner of ap- 

lying requires that application shall be made 
ee petition in writing to the governor, signed 
by the party under conviction or other person 
in his behalf, shall contain a brief history of the 
case, and reasons why such pardon should 
be granted, and shall also be accompanied 
by a statement in writing made by judge and 
the prosecuting attorney of the court in which 
conviction was had, stating their opinion re- 
garding the case, or in absence of a statement 
of their opinion, satisfactory reasons must be 
iven to the governor why such statement 
does not accompany the petition ; and finally it 
is made the duty of the judge and prosecuting 
attorney to give such opinion, whenever such 
etition is presented tothem., None of these 
egal formalities have yet been complied with. 
Whether the governor would consider the case 
as not conforming to these legal requirements, 
can only be inferred. When questioned on that 
point, he simply replied : 

“TI presume the governer might, on his mo- 
tion and without any application, pardon out 
of the penitentiary any convict he chose or any 
number of them, and that if he did they would 
be safely out, but the governor would be liable 
to impeachment.” 

As to the requirement that application must 
be made by the party under conviction, it 
seems pretty clear that when another person 
acts for a person condemned, he must so act as 
attorney or agent, and at the solicitation or re- 
quest of the person condemned. In other 
words, the petition must represent the actual 
wish of the party under conviction. A letter 
to the governor, written by Parsons, which 
was printed in several of the newspapers, was 
never mailed to him, or at least, he never got 
it, and, therefore, officially, knows nothingof it

What the Exposition Accomplished. 

Some of the reports of events at the 
Piedmont exposition have a malicious 
wang, but the great majority of them pay 
ia deserved tribute to the energy and enter- 
prise which, in so short a time, made such 
asplended success in displaying the fe 
sources of the south. It was an Atlanta 
fair only in the sensé that the tremendous 
vigor and energy which Atlanta has devel- 
ped were necessary to whip into tasteful 
and enticing proportions the wonderful of- 
fering of exhibits. 

There has been no criticism, so far as we 
ean hear, on the character and extent of 
the exhibits, nor on the arrangement of the 
display. On the contrary, it is conceded on 
every hand thatthe exposition, hastily as it 
was arranged, was the finest in every re- 
ppect that has ever been seen in the south. 

That the time was ripe for it is shown by 
the average attendanée of visitors, which, 
from first to last, was the largest ever seen 
4n this section, if not in thecountry. There 
is no need of apologizing for the lack of 
accommodation. A town much larger than 
Atlanta would have been overrun by the

The island, from a geographical, political 
and military point of view, should belong 
to us, and if we do not annex it we should 
at least secure the loyal friendship of its in- 
habitants by espousing their cause whenever 
they are in the right. 

The day will come when the good will of 
the Cubans will be valuable tous in more 
Waysthan one. Why not secure it now by 
giving the same support to Cuban home 
gule that we give to frish home rule? 


Tue next congress should pay its atten- 
tion to the matter of a system of postal tele- 
graph under the supervision of the govern- 
ment. Of the millions of dollarsof surplus 
mow tothe credit of the government, and 
which is proving an clephant on its hands, 
there could be no better disposition made of 
a large part of it than by the establishment 
of athorough national telegraph system. 
The Western Union monopoly has now ab- 
sorbed its most formidable rival, and now 
has practically absolute control of the im- 
mense telegraph resources of the country. 
Postal telegraphy means not only competi- 
tion for this national monopoly, but the re- 
duction of telegraph rates to a minimum. 
Atany rate, if nothing else is done, it 
would be well to legislate in the matter of 
rates. Railroads are made to subserve to the 
just will of the people in the matter of rates, 
and there is no reason why telegraph lines 
should not be. Nor is there any reason why 
in England atelegram can be sent witha 
government stamp costing five cents, while 
in America the same message would cost five 
times as much. S 3

The legislature consists of 140 members, 
forty of which are senators, Of the latter 
more than half of the last bedy hold over, 
of which seventeen are democrats, so that 
only four democrats out of the nineteen 
senators to be elected, are necessary to 
give a democratic majority in the upper 
house. Thus to gain ascendency, the re- 
publicans will have to elect sixty-eight out 


| of the 121 members of both houses to be 


elected, and the democrats will maintain 
their hold by electing fifty-five.

Geueral Jackson's Speech. 

We print elsewhere a correct and auther- 
ized copy of the speech of General Henry R, 
Jackson, delivered at Macon last week, and 
an interview with General Jackson on the 
subject. 

The eloquence and sincerity of the speech 
will be questioned by no one. General 
Jackson isa man of illustrious record, and 
of the highest character. He spoke his ear- 
nest and honest convictions. 

The speech sifted down presents two 
points. First, that the south did not go 
into war to protect slavery, but went in to 
defend the principle of state sovereignty 
with the full knowledge that slavery would 
be imperiled even if the south were victo- 
rious inthe war. Second, that the princi- 
ple of local government is still at war with 
the principle of centralized power. 

This struggle is not local to America, 
but itis being fought wherever human gov- 
ermment has been erected. It is being 
fought notably in England,where Gladstone 
appeals for a decentralization of power and 
the establishment of home rule in Ireland. 
General Jackson believes that local sover- 
eignty is the true principle of government, 
and that it will finally triumph.~ Not in 
America alone, or especially, but wherever 
human governments are’ being improved. 
The Lincoln-Davis sentence of his speech 
simply amounts to the statement that when 
this triumph of local government, or home 
rule, is established over centralized power, 
that Mr. Davis, who stood for state sover- 
eignty in the memorable conflict, will be 
vindicated over Mr. Lincoln, who stood for 
centralized power. General Jackson hastens 
to say that this personal allusion was purely 
incidental, and testifies to the high and ear- 
nest admiration he has of Mr. Lincoln’s 
character as a patriot, statesman and aman. 


THE reply of Colonel Oliver Ames, the 
republican nominee for governor of Massa- 
chusetts, to the charge that he resigned his 
state commission when the war broke out 
and shirked his duty, is the richest political 
joke on record. He states through his or- 
gan, the Boston Record, that he and his 
brother Frank, ‘‘impressed with the idea of 
giving others a chance, tendered their re- 
signations and withdrew from the militia,’’ 
Continuing, his defense is made ridiculous 
by the statement that he “‘had no idea that 
actual war was probable, and had he con- 
ceived such a thing possible, nothing could 
have induced him to resign.’”’ Really the 
ease is such a clear one that there is some 
hope yet that state pride will impel enough 
republicans to vote the democratic ticket to 
elect the brave young leader who, as a pri- 
vate, lost his leg in battle. In this connec- 
tion it is worthy of note that Mrs. Mary A. 
Livermore, the well known prohibition 
leader, has declared against the republicans, 
denouncing the party for failure to perform 
its promises, 


British and American Newspapers. 

In his “Easy Chair’ Mr. George William 
Curtis, of Harper’s Magazime, discusses re- 
cent British charges with respect to the in- 
decency of the American press. We say 
“discusses,” but this is too large a word to 
be used here. Mr, Curtis merely alludes to 
the charges, and then proceeds to ask ques- 
tions without answering them. Thisis very 
convenient, but by no means satisfactory. 

The difference between the newspapers of 
the two countries is the difference between 
the people. In England a scandal is only 
important to the newspapers as the people 
concerned are important. In Ameriea the 
humblest people are important, and here is 
the difference. 

If the files of the American newspapers 
during the last fifty years could be searched 
by an expert, it would be found that the 
scandals which they have printed in that 
time will not equal in indecency of treat- 
ment the scandal involving Sir Charles Dilke 
and Hughes-Hallet. The British newspa- 
pers are diserect enough until an important 
person is involved, and then their cohumns 
fairly reek with filthy disclosures. 


THe baseball controversy will soon be 
over, and then our eastern and western ex- 
changes will have to"depend on the southern 
papers for their editorial subjects.

Panis, October §,— France was in a state of 
intense excitement a few days ago, because Le 
Gaulois published a few lines to this effect: 

“The tomb of the Invalides is empty. The 
remains of the Emperor Napoleon I. have heen 
stolen by sacrilegious hands, and scattered to 
the four winds. 

“How has such a profanation been accom- 
pishes ? When did it take place? How has 

t been proven.” — 

Figaro immediately replied that the sto 
was a hoax, and related an interview wit 
General Sumpt, governor of the Invalides. He 
has guarded the tomb of the emperor for the 
past nine years, and declares the se A Ise in 
every detail. ‘In the first place,” he old 
hero, ‘“‘before robbers could enter the crypt, 
they must have overthrown a marble balustrade 
pee Sag sagen = _—- pence ME a of oy 
coffin is porphyry, and we y unds.

After this interview the French nation was 
satisfied that since May 7, 1861, when the body 
of the emperor was placed in the marble sar- 
cophagus, in the 
Prince Jerome an

The belief of the French was sadly shaken 
when Le Gaulois, not willing to be accused of 
hoaxing the public, announced the existence 
of documents proving its statement. A per- 
sonage who had a conspicuous role in the ad- 
ministration sent this journal the duplicate of 
these 217 important documents. From 
these it discovered that Napoleon 
III, appointed a secret commission, 
charged with accounting for the absence of 
the ashes of NapoleonI. at the moment of 
opening of the coffin in the chapel St. Jerome, 
and that Marechal Vaillant presented to Na- 
poleon III. April 27, 1861, a report proving the 
absence of the ashes! The Gaulois added 
that the original copy of this confidential affair 
was placed In the hands of the grand chancel- 
lor of the Legion of Honor, but, as the ar- 
chievs of the chancellerie were burnt during 
the Commune, no one had -he~-* of the mys- 
terious documents. 

While these searches aré made, I remember 
a. conversation I had some time ago with a 
friend of Emperor Napoleon III. Said he: 
‘“‘When the emperor's remains shall be re- 
moved from Chiselhurst to Fatnborough, you 
will hear something very curious with refer- 
ence to the ashes of Napoleon 1.” Then he 
told me a long history, pedzing me to secrecy. 
until the proper time sould come for the rey- 
elation of these facts. 

‘‘During the lasttwo yearsof his reign,’’ 
said my informant, ‘‘Napoleon III. became a 
fervent disciple of spiritualism. When he 
first thought of war with Prussia, he went 
incognito to the-Invalidesevery day, and there 
invoked the spirit of the great conqueror. 
When he took command of his troops he wish- 
ed to have some tangible relic of his hero be- 
side him, something that would compel. the 
spirit of the Napoleon to answer his call. By 
stealth, at night, the ashes of Napoleon were 
taken from the Invalides, placed in a porta- 
ble box, and General Fleury and I 


were the ge 2 ones who knew that the 
e 


conqueror of Jena accompanied his nephew 
in all the battles of the Franco-Prussian war. 
One of the causes of the disaster at Sedan was 
the fact that in moving the Emperor’s bag- 
zage, the fetich had gone astray. Disheartened 

cause of this calamity Napoleon surrendered 
at once.

“LINCOLN AND DAVIS 


General Henry R. Jackson Ex- 
plains His Contrast. 


THE MEANING OF THE MACON SPEECH. 


The Struggle Between Centralism and Home 
Ruale of World-Wide Importance, 
Above Personal Considerations. 


The speech made by General Jackson has 
already become a national issue. It was tele- 
graphed from Macon when delivered, in im- 
perfect shape, and with the mistakes incident 
to telegraphing from hurried stenographic re- 

8. 
We print the speech this morning entire and 
in authorized shape. The correspondents of 
northern and republican papers accept as the 
gist of the speéch, and the point on which 
they will make issue, this sentence. ‘In that 
triumphal procession (alluding to the final tri- 
umph of.the principle of lecal sovereignty 
against centralized power) Abraham Lincoln 


shall not move as the rightful president, but” 


Jefferson Davis, the so-called traitor leader of 
a so-called lost cause.” This is the sentence 
on which issue is to be made. 

Before printing the conversation with Gen- 


eral Jackson which follows, a few words as to’ 


his invitation to Macon, and his personal mg- 
tions with Mr. Davis, would not be out’ of 

lace. From the Mexican war, in which both 

r. Davis and G Jackson served with 
distinction, there was éstran nt between 
these two illustrious men. is <n 
deepened during our civil war. Both were 
proud and determined men, and their estrang- 
ment, while tted by the friends of both, 
appeared to be beyond discussion or interfer- 


ence. Neither said much about it, g 
to carfy it in silence. General n was 
invited by the committee to be tat Ma- 
con and to deliver this address. It is testimony 


to his nobility of character, that he lost in the 
sight of the aged invalid, by whose side he was 
placed in the common love of ¢his people, all 
sense of hostility, and that his'words of praise 
were so cordial and so strong. 
An editor of Tam Constitution had a talk 
with General Jackson about his h. He 
was surprised at the wide discussion it prom- 
ised te provoke, but found no occasion in 
sghis to revise or review anything’ he had 
said. Mr. Jackson said: ; 
‘“‘When I was invited to Macon to make the 
address on the oceasion of Mr. Davis’s last 
appearance before his people, I felt it would 
be proper for me to express there and in that 
resen*te the convictious1 have held all my 
fe, and I did so.’’ 
“What about the sentence quoted above as 
the Lincoln-Davis sentence ?’’ 
‘That sentence with its context should ex- 
plain itself; but as it may be subject to mis- 
coustruction, which miseonstraction may do 
injury beyond my personal relations, I will give 
you the precise line of thought that led up to it. 
‘fou will find at once in this a statement and 
an argument from which no man who believes 
as I believe can dissent. 
‘It has been my conviction all my life that 
the model government would be reached on 
this earththrough local sovereignty, as op- 
posed to the centralization of power. [I 
reached this conviction when I was a young 
man, and my observation and study haye but 
deepened it. We find illustrations of its truth 
on all sides. In France, twenty-five thousand 
men in Paris, the most irresponsible and 
worthless element of its population if you 
lease, ¢an precipitate a revolution that will 
involve the whole country. Mr. Gladstone 
seeing the danger of the centralization of 
ywer, is giving the last and best years of his 
ife to an appeal for home rule, and an argu- 
ment against lodging in London the eo 
n 
this country, where the plan of state sover- 
ty still lives, New York may engage to- 
yw ina war with her unemployed labor- 


cipal cities, and Géorgia, and perhaps no other 
state, would be involved except so far as they 
voluntarily operated to the protection of New 
York. 

‘‘It is my conviction, therefore, as it has al- 
ways been, that when the solution of the prob- 
lem of human government is found, it will be 
found in a lodgment of local soyereiguties, in 
local commonwealths. It was the triamph of 
this principle of which I spoke in i address. 
It was for this principal that Mr. Davis 
fought. and against this principal that Mr. 
Lincoln fought. Mr. Davis represented state 
sovereiguty. Mr. Lincoln stood for a central- 
ized nation. When my prediction comes true, 
if it should come true, that the true principle 
of successful government is local rights 
lodged in loca! sovereignties, in that triumph 
Mr. Davis would take precedence by virtue of 
the triumph of the principle of government 
for which he fought. This principle and its 
discussion is not local to America. It is as 
wide as human civilization and is being fought 
out today in England as it has been feught in 
America for more than ‘a century.”’ 

‘‘You insisted in your speech that the south 
did not fight to protect slavery ?” 

“I did, and thisis concurrent with what I 
have just said. It was for the principle of 
state sovereignity that the south fought. She 
imperiled slavery when she began the war. 
She could easily have perpetuated slavery if 
she had been willing to sacrifice the principle 
of state sovereignty. She put both to * gauge 
of battle, knowing perfectly that whatever tie 
issue of the war may have been, slavery would 
have suffered. Suppose we had conquered. | 
We would have simply moved the Canada 
line tothe borders of the southern confed- 

acy,and would have changed the line of 
akes to. the Ohio river. It is not too 
much tosay that wire men in the south be- 
lieved that, even ifthe south was successful, 
that the institution of slavery would be put in 
eminent peril thereby. It is due to the honor 
of the south and the trath of history that it 
should be declared now and forevermore, that 
the south did not fight because of slavery, but 
that itfoughtin spite of slavery, and to the 
peril of slavery. To support a governmental 
principle, the wisdom of which will be demon- 
strated in England, and the lack of which 
has many times plunged France into causeless 
and irresponsible revolution, the south deliber- 
ately put in jeopardy an institution involving 
its entire labor system, and over four hundred 
million dollars of property. It was, to make 
this fact clear, that much of my speech was

“Will be pardon me,’’ General Jackson 
continued, “since you deem this subject of 


enough importance to seek this interview, for 
repeating briefly my position. I attempted to 
oe plain two things in my speech. First, 
that the south did not fight for 
slavery, but that she fought for a 
overnmental principle in spite of slavery and 
to the peril of slavery. Second that this gov- 
ernmental principle which is not local to this 
country, but whichis world wide isthe prin- 
ciple upon which successful human govern- 
ment must finally be built, and incidentally, 
and purely incidentally, that Mr. Davis having 
represented this principle of sate sovereignity, 
which I believe to be the true one,and of the ul- 
timate triumph of which over this world I am ) 
Bure. would when that triumph came to the 
world take precedence of Mr. Lincoln who 
fought for the opposite, and as I believe un- 
wise and pernicions principle ofeentralized pow- 
er. You may understand how incidental this 
personal allusion was when I tell you that I yield 
to few men in my admiration for Mr. Liaceln 
asaman.

The killing of Page was one of the bloodiest

On the 
night of the 24th of December Iast Celia Hun- 
ter gave a ballat her house on Randolph 
pacts.

FINE CUT GLASS, 


By Being Drawn Around Ora’ 


Big Leather Belt. 
A NEGRO BOY'S HORRIBLE DEATH, 


Will Hardwick Caught in a Belt at the 
Pendleton Guano Works and 
Instantly Killed. 


Will Hardwick, a nogro boy, about twelve 
years of age, met a most horrible death yester- 
day morning about 8 o’clock, at the Pendleton 
guano works, three miles from the city, on the 


Georgia road. 
The death was the result of the boy's care- 


lessness. 

The father of the boy—whose name is Wil- 
liam Hardwick—hbas been working at the 
guano mill for several months.. His duties 
were in the engine room, and required him to 
be at the mill very early in the morning. 
Hardwick for some time past has been in the 
habit of leaving his home before breakfast and 
dispose of that meal in the engine room. His 
boy has been carrying the meal to him and 
then returning home in time to bring 
the dinner. Yesterday morning he reached 
the works at about the usual hour, 
and while his father was eating knocked about 
the yard. Later in the morning the old man 
omg the boy the dinner basket and instructed 
1im togohome. The oor passed out of the 
engine room into the yard, where he encoun- 
tered another negro boy about his own age, with 
whom he began talking. The two boys finally 
found themselves in a room where there were 
several long bels traveling over pullies some 
distance apart.

The manager of the 
works had the body removed to Hardwick’s 
home and prepared for burial. The _ boy’s 
father was given every attention possible by 
the manager.

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Treasurer Hardeman Consigns Nearly @5C0.- 
000 of Bonds to the Flames. 


Yesterday a representative of Tar Constt- 


Turion found his way into the sactum sancto- 
rum of Robert U. Hardeman, the state treas- 
urer. The stove was ina red heat, and gath- 
ered around it were the treasurer, Comptroller- 
General Wright, Senator H. A. Smith, Mr. W. 
J. Speer, clerk to the treasurer, and Judge 
Williams, Mark Hardin’s Sancho Panza, and 
the room was in a fever heat. On the floor 
a huge pile of Georgia bonds : 
eman V tore u il 
Williams thrust them into the gti, Sonia 
Judge Osgood Sanders looked on with be- 
dewed eyes, as he saw the smoke wreaths as- 
cend from a bonds. i. 
Over $268,000 of the bonds were signed by 
Rufus B. Bullock, but never used. When 
Governor Bullock went into office the assets 
of the state would not meet the liabilities, An 
act was passed authorizing Governor Bullock 
to issue bonds, and approved September 1868. 


This act does not appear in the laws of 1868.’ 


The only act published in the laws of that year 
is one introduced by Hon. G. 8..-Carpenter, of 
Hancock, authorizing the governor to issue 
bonds sufficient to pay the interest due and 
unpaid, and the interest maturing on bonds up 
to ees , 1869. This was approved October 
10, 1868. These bonds have been in the vault 
of the noasan | and unused. 

Of the bonds $148,000 were issued by Gover- 
nor Smith, under the act. of 1870 as security 
for the school fund and never used, 

The last general assembly passed a resolution 
directing the treasurer to cremate the bonds 
and coupons. He complied with the act, and 
$418,800 of bonds and coupons went up in 
smoke. 

The following is Treasurer Hardeman’s re- 
port: 

ATLANTA, Ga., October 28, 1887.—To His Excel- 
lency, John B. Gordon, Governor—Dear Sir: In pur- 
suance with a resolution passed by the general as 
sembly and approved by your exeLeney, October —, 
1:87, authorizing and directing me to destroy certain 
bonds in the vault of the treasury and to report sarge 
to you, for purpose of having same recorded on the 
minutes of your office, I have the honor to report I 
have destroyed the following bonds and forty cou- 
pons attached to each bond, viz: 268 bonds bearin 
seven per cent interest. each for $1,000, date 
November’ 1, 1868, and due July 1, 1888 
issued by authority of an _ act approved 
September, 1868, signed Rufus B. Bullock, governor, 
David G. Cotting, secretary state, coupons $35. each 
signed N. L. Angier, treasurer, and payable January 
and July of each year. Said bonds numbered from 
1 to 268, both inclusive. One hundred and forty- 
eight bonds, bearing 7 per cent, each for $1,000, 
dated May Ist, 1872, and due July Ist, 1892, issued 
by authority of an act approved January Ist, 1872. 
Said bonds signed Jamcs M. Smith, governor, David 
G. Cotting, secretary of state, coupons $35 each, 
signed N. L. Angier, treasurer, and payable January 
and July of each year. These bonds have following 
indorsement; 

“These bonds are issued to fulfill the provisions of 
an act approved July Ist, 1870, requiring state bonds 
as security tor the school fund.” 

These bonds are numbered as follows: Number 
501 to 624, both inclusive, and 626 to 650, both in- 
clusive. 

All of which is respectfully submitted.
